We are now 
free from deb t, except the exist­ 
ing mortgages upon the Acad­ 
emy, sub ject to which the prop­ 
erty was conveyed to us, and we 
have no more arrearages to pro­ 
vide for.” 
Here are some of the “Expen­ 
ditures and Payments.” Salaries 
of Principal in the Academy, and 
the Superintendent, and teachers 
in the several schools, 812,527.9 7. 
Janitors, care of b uildings etc., 
$853.25. Rent of School Room,

Furniture, lib rary and apparatus,
